CHAP. I. 
A GENERAL VIEW OF ASTRONOMY. 


A 
STRONOMY, which is undoubtedly one of the moſt : 
ublime, intereſting, and uſeful ſciences which mankind have 
ultivated, teaches the method of examining aud calculating * 
the motions, magnitudes, and diſtances of the heavenly bodies. 
By the help of Aſtronomy, we may converſe familiarly with 
he planets, ſtars, and other heavenly bodies, which conſti- 
ute a very wonderful part of the creation. In all ages, and 
all countries where learning has prevailed, it has been 
ſteemed one of the moſt conſiderable branches of the mathe- 
matics. Many learned men have dived ſo far into the know- 3 
ledge of this ſcience, that they have been ſuppoſed to be 
conjurors, or magicians; and what they have done has been 
Simagined to be unlawful, and performed by necromancy and 

witchcraft : but the miſtake lay in the ignorance of the people, 
and not in the ſtudies of the nber by 
Various have been the opinions of men concerning the 

origin of Aſtronomy ; the people of almoſt every nation ſetting 
Þp their claim, as the Grecians, Babylonians, &c. The Greeks, 
owever, received their aſtronomical learning from Egypt; 
For Thales, Pythagoras, and many others, were infirudted in 
the knowledge of the Science of the Stars. Theſe men were 
he firſt, and, perhaps, the greateft philoſophers Greece ever 
Produced. hagoras, who lived in ſociety with the Egyp- 
ian prieſts ſeveral years, carried home from Egypt a ſufficient 
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ho taught in Greece, that the Earth and Planets revolved 
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round the Sun, which was in or near the centre. of their or- 
bits, and that the diurnal motion of the Sun and Fixed Stars 
was not real, but apparent, ariſing from the Earth's rotation 
round its axis. This was above 500 years before Chriſt. 

As our limits will not permit us to give particular deſerip- 
tions of the ſeveral ſyſtems of Aſtronomy which have been 
tanght by different philoſophers, we ſhall confine ourſelves to 
the Copernican or Solar Syſtem, it being that which is moſt 


conſonant to reaſon, and, conſequently, that which is moſt 
generally received. | 8 


THE SOLAR SYSTEM.. 


The Sun, with the various planets and comets which move 
round him as their centre, conſtitute the Solar Syſtem. Thoſe 
planets which are neareſt the Sun not only finiſh their circuits 
| fooner, but alſo move faſter in their oat ata orbits, than 

thoſe which are ſituated at greater diſtances from him. Their 

motions are all performed from Weſt to Eaſt, in orbits nearly 
circular. Their names, diſtances, bulks, periodical revolu- 
tions, &c. are as follow: | | 

The SUN is ſuppoſed to be an immenſe globe of fire, and 

is placed in or near the common centre of the orbits. of all the 
E planets and comets. He turns round his axis in 25 days, 6 
Hours, as is evident by the motion of the maculæ on his ſur- 
face. His diameter is computed to be 763,000 miles; the 
Honrly motion of his equator is g, 818 miles; and his ſolid 
contents 232,577, 115, 127, ooo, ooo cubic miles, 
| MERCURY is the neareſt planet to the Sun, and performs 


a journey round him in 87 days, 23 hours nearly of our time; 
which is the length of Mercury's year. As this planet is ſel- 
dom ſeen, aud as no ſpots appear on his diſk or ſurface, the

This ſyſtem is by no means a modern invention. It is the ſame which Pytha» 
goras, the wiſe Samian philoſopher, taught : but was, for a lung time, either loft or 
diſuſed, Nicholaus Copernicus, who was born at Thorn in 1473, reſto==d it; and 
Herein he was followed by the greateſt mathematicians and philoſophers that have 

d finc time; as Kepler, Galileo, Deſcartes, Gaſſendus, and sir Iſuac Newton, 
the laßt of whom has eſtabliſhed it on ſuch an eye: foundation of mathematical 
; and pbyfical demonſtration, as can neyer be ſhaken, | eee 
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ights, is at preſent unknown. His diſtance from theSumay 
computed to be 32,000,000 of Engliſh miles, and his diameters 
2,600 miles, In his courſe round the Sun he moves at the rate 
of 95,000 miles every hour. His proportion of light and heat 
is almoſt ſeven times as great as uurs; and, conſequently, the 
Sun appears to the inhabitants of Mercury, ſeven times ad 
large as to the inhabitants of the Earth. The eccentricity: of ? 
his orbit is 6,720,000 miles; the hourly motion of his equator; 
is unknown; and he contains 9,195,534,500 cubic miles in 
ſolidity.—Mercury, when viewed at different times, appears 
to us with all the various phaſes of the Moon; fave only, that 
he never appears quite full, becauſe his enlightened fide is 
never turned directly towards us, but when he is ſo near the 
Sun as to be loſt to our fight in his beams, 4 
VENUS is computed to be 59,000,000 miles from the Sun; 
and, by moving 69;000 miles every hour in her orbit, ſhe 
performs a revolution round him in 224 days 17 hours of oury 
\ reckoning nearly; in which time, though it be the full length 
of her year, ſhe has only g days and a quarter, according to 
the obſervations of Bianchini, in Heſperi et Phoſphori nous 
Phenomena,” Hence one of Venus's days is equal to 24 days, 
8 hours of our time, The odd quarter of a day makes everyy 
fourth year a leap year to Venus, as a ſimilar incident does taj 
our Earth. Venus's diameter is 7,906 miles; and, by her diurnal 
motion, the inhabitants about her equator are carried 43 miles 
every hour, beſide the 69,000 above mentioned. The eccentris

At Venus's equator, the days and nights are always of the 
ſame length; and yet the diurnal and noQurnal arches are al- 
ways different, eſpecially when the ſun's declination is at, or 
near the greateſt: for at that time, his meridian altitude may 
be ſometimes twice as great as his midnight depreſſion, and at 
other times the reverſe. When the Sun is at his greateſt de- 
tclination either North or South, his rays are as oblique at 
Venus's equator, as they are at London on the ſhorteſt day 
Jof winter. Therefore, at her equator there are two winters, 
two ſummers, two ſprings, and two autumns every year : but 
becauſe the Sun ſtays for ſome time near the tropics, ,and 
paſſes ſo quickly over the equator, every winter there will be 
nearly twice as long as ſummer; the four ſeaſons return- 
ing twice in that time, which conſiſts only of 9.25 days. Thoſe 
3 of Venus which lie between the poles and tropics, and 
ween the tropics and polar circles, and likewiſe between the 
polar circles and equator, partake more or leſs of the phæno- 
mena of theſe circles, as they are more or leſs diſtant from them. 
The EARTH is the next planet in the ſolar ſyſtem, Its 
diſtance from the Sun is 83,000,000 of miles, and it journeys 
Found him, from any equinox or ſolſtice, in 36g days, 5 hours, 
49 minutes, to the ſame again: but from any fixed ſtar, as .

He appears ſometimes gibbous, 
but never horned, which plainly indicates that his orbit in-

The planet JUPITER is. the next in order, and is by far 
the largeſt of all the planets, His diſtance from the Sun is

that with which he moves in his annual orbit. By this pro- 
digious quick retation, the inhabitants about his equator. are 
carried 25,920 miles per hour, His proportion of light and heat, 
in compariſon with that of the Earth, is as .357 to 1. The 


eccentricity of Jupiter's orbit is 20,352,000 miles; and his 


ſolid contents 278,103,595,000,000 cubic miles. 
Jupiter is ſurrounded by faint ſubſtances, which aſtronomers 
Have denominated BeLTs, and in which ſo many changes ap- 
that they havebeen ſuppoſed to be clouds by many writers, 
or ſome of them have been firſt interrupted and broken, and 


then have vaniſhed entirely : they have ſometimes been ob- 


ſerved of different breadths, and afterwards have appeared of 


the ſame breadth. Large you have been ſeen on theſe belts, 


and when thoſe parts of the belts vaniſh, the ſpots alſo 
diſappear. HE den a J upiter 
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Jupiter has four Moons (ſome of which are larger, an 
ſome leſs than our Earth) which revolve about him; ſo that 
there is hardly any part of this planet but what is, during 
the whole night, enlightened by one or more of theſe Moons, 
except his poles, whence only thoſe ſatellites, which are at 
the greateſt diſtance from the planet's centre, can be ſeen, 
and where, indeed, light is not ſo much wanted, becauſe the 
Sun conſtantly circulates in or near the horizon. The firſt 
Moon performs a revolution round him in 1 day, 18 hours, 
and 36 minutes, of our time, and is 229,000- miles from his 
centre: the ſecond performs its revolution in 3 days, I3 hours, 
and 15 minutes, and is $64,000 miles from Jupiter's. centre; 
the third revolves round the planet in 7 days, 3 hours, and 59 
minutes, at the diſtance of ooo miles; and the fourth is 
16 days, 18 hours, and 30 minutes in perſorming its revolution, 
being at the diſtance of 1,000,000 miles from the planet's 
centre. Jupiter's three neareſt Moons fall into his ſhadow, 
and are eclipſed in every revolution; but the orbit of the 
fourth is ſo much inclined, that it paſſes by its oppoſition to 
Jupiter, without falling into its ſhadow, two years in every ſix, 

y the eclipſes of theſe ſatellites, Aſtronomers have diſcover. 
ed that the light of the Sun not only takes up eight minutes 
of time in coming to us, but they have alſo determined the 
longitudes of places on this Earth, with greater certainty ' 
than by any other method yet known. 1 

SATURN, which is ſtill more remote from the Sun than 
any of the before-mentioned planets, is 780, ooo, ooo miles diſ- 
tant from the Sun's centre; and, travelling at the rate of 
18,000 miles every hour, performs his annual circuit round 
the Sun in 10,759 days, 7 hours, of our time, which conſtitutes 
but one year to that planet. Saturn's diameter is67,0co miles; -* 
and, therefore, this planet is near 600 times as large as our 
8 Earth. The proportion of light and heat which it receives 
. from the Sun, in compariſon with that of the Earth, is as

This ring has been ſuppoſed by aſtro- 
nomers to revolve on an axis; but this, among other great 
diſcoveries, was reſerved for the learned Dr. Herſchel, who, 
by many obſervations, has eſtabliſhed the idea of the rotation 
ol Saturn's ring on an axis, which he points out to be in 10 
hours, 32 minutes; and 15.4 ſeconds. „ e 
Beſides the light which Saturn receives from the Sun, he is 
aſſiſted by that of ſeven Moons, five of which have been long 
diſcovered, but the two latter remained ſor the aſtronomical 
reſearches of Dr. Herſchel to point out, which he has done in 
the eightieth volume of the Philoſophical Tranſactions, But 
to proceed; the firſt performs its revolution round Saturn in 
x day, 21 hours, 19 minutes, and is 140,000 miles from the 
centre of the planet; the ſecond requires 2 days, 17 hours, 
40 minutes to perform its reyolution, and is 187, 00 miles 
from the centre of Saturn; the third is four days, 12 hours, 
25 minutes in revolving round the planet; and is diſtant from 
his centre 263,000 miles; the fourth performs its journey in 
x5 days, 22 hours, 41 minutes, and at the diſtance of 600,000 
miles from Saturn's centre; the fifth, which is at the greateſt 
diſtance from the centre of the planet, revolves round him in 
79 days, 7 hours, 48 minutes, at the diſtance of 800,000 miles, 
The ſixth ſatellite, which is nearer to the planet than the firſt, 
-performs its revolution in I day, 8 hours, 53 minutes, and at 
the diſtance of 117,707 miles from the centre of Saturn. The 
ſeventh, which is nearer to the planet than any of the former 
ſatellites, performs its revolution in 22 hours, g7 minutes, 
and is about 69,007 miles from Saturn's centre. | 
Such was the planetary ſyſtem; but Dr. Herſchel, to whom 
the aſtronomical world is greatly indebted, has added a ſe- 
venth primary planet, which he has dignified with the name 
of the GEORGIUM SIDUS, in honor of his preſent Ma- 
jeſty King George III. This planet is ſtill higher in the ſyſ- 


tem than Saturn, being x,565,000,000 miles from the Sun's 


centre; and performs a revolution round the Sun in 83 years, 
140 days, 8 hours of our time, which conſtitutes its year; 
conſequently its motion, in its orbit, is at the rate of about 


7.000 miles per hour. Its apparent diameter ſubtends an an- 


gle of no more than 4 ſeconds to an obſerver on the Earth, 


but 
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it its real diameter is about 35, ooo miles; and, therefore, 
is about 80 times as large as our Earth. The eccentricity 
f its orbit is 74, 404, ooo miles. Its proportion of light and 
eat compared with that of our Earth, is as. oog to 1 nearly; 
nd its ſolid contents, 20, 976, 679, 225, ooo cubic miles. As no 
pots have yet been diſcovered on its furface, the poſition of 
Ms axis, and the length of its day and night, are unknown. 
n account of the immenſe diftance of the Georgium Sidus 
om the ſource of light and heat to all the bodies in our 
yſtem, it is highly probable that ſeveral ſatellites, or moons, 
evolve round it. The high powers of Dr. Herſchel's tele- 
copes have enabled him to diſcover two already;' and it is 
hot unlikely but there are others which he has not yet ſeen. - 
That which is neareſt to the planet revolves at the diſtance of 
6.5 of the planet's ſemi-diameters from it, and performs its 
evolution in 8 days, 17 hours, and x minute. The other, 
hich is about 22 ſemi-diameters of the primary from it, 
ompletes its revolution in 1g days, 11 hours, and 5 minutes. 
To a good eye, unaſſiſted by a teleſcope, this planet appears 
ike a faint ſtar of the fifth magnitude; and it caunot be rea- 
lily diſtinguiſhed from a fixed ſtar, with a leſs magnifying 
power than 200 times. | e 


OF COMETS. 
Comets, which are large ſolid opaque bodies, of ſpherical 


orms, have long tranſparent trains or tails, iſſuing from thoſe 
ſides which are turned from the Sun. Theſe bodies perform re- 
rolutions round the Sun in very elliptical orbits; and are of a 
much greater denſity than the Earth; for ſome of them are 
heated in every period to ſuch a degree, as would vitrify or 
£ diſſipate any ſubſtance known to us. The figures of Comets 
are obſerved to be very different; for ſome of them throw 
forth beams like hair all round them, and are, therefore, called 
Wiaizy Comets, Others have a long beard, or fiery tail, and 
Pre called BEAR DED ComeTs, Their oma,” rom are vari- 
dus; and many, which have neither beams like hair, nor long 
ranſparent tails, appear no bigger than ſtars of the firſt mag- 

itude. Moſt of the Comets have a dark and denſe atmo- 

here ſurrounding their bodies, which greatly 9 and

The eccentricity of their orbits is ſo very great, that ſome 
of the Comets perform the greateſt part of their motions al- 
moſt in right lines, tending, in their approach to the Sun, 
nearly in a direct line towards him; aſter which they paſs 
him; and when they leave him, march off in a ſimilar man- 
ner till they are out of fight. As they approach the Sun 
their motions become proportionably ſwifter ; for they de- 
ſcribe equal areas in equal times about his centre, as the pla- 
nets do: hence it is, that when they are in their perihelia, 
their motions are immenſely ſwifter than when they are in 
their aphelia. There are at leaſt 2: Comets belonging to our 
ſyſtem; and theſe move in all kinds of directions. All thoſe 
which have been obſerved have moved through the ethereal 
regions and orbits of the planets, without ſuffering the leaſt 
reſiſtance in their motions: this plainly demonſtrates and 
proves, that the planets do not move in ſolid orbs, as ſome 
philoſophers have imagined.” * $ 48 WS

& THE FIXED STARS. 
The Fixed Stars are thoſe which always keep the ſame diſ- 
tance with regard to each other, their apparent diurnal revo- 
lutions being ſolely cauſed by the Earth's turning on its 
own axis. Astothe diſtances of theſe ſtars, they are hardly 
within the reach of our beſt, methods to determine. The 
neareſt, however, to our Earth, is ſuppoſed to be at the im- 
| menſe diſtance of 32,000,000,000,009 miles, which is fo far, 
that a cannon-ball would not reach it in 7,000,000 years, 
| even ſuppoling it to fly with its greateſt: velocity, The moſt 
learned of our aſtronomers imagine, that the Fixed. Stars are 
Suns, and that each of them is encompaſſed with a complete 
ſyſtem of planets. That theſe ſtars are ſuns ſeems evident, 
becauſe they ſhine with their own native light; and as to

by the ſame helps. The moderns, in the diſcovery of Am 
rica, have . age to a New World, which was ei 
tirely unknown to the ancients; and thoſe parts of the O 
World which our forefathers thought uninhabitable, ha 
been found to be inhabited; their torrid zone has been foung 
to be temperate, it being refreſhed by ſhowers, cenſtaul 
' breezes, and cold nights, by the direct ſetting of the ſun, auf 
the interpoſition of the whole body of the Earth. Antipode 
which have been the ſubjet of much controverſy, are no- 
demonſtrated to be matter of fact; and the Globe itſelf h. 
been compaſſed with leſs difficulty by Magellan, Drake, An 
ſon, Cook, &c. than the Phœnicians and Greeks.could hay 
coaſted the ſhores of the Mediterranean Sea.

The Earth is a ſphere or globe, whoſe ſurface is cover! 
with land and water; and is therefore called the TER. 
nous Großz. That the earth is ſpherical or globular 
will appear, not only from the circular ſhadow it has upon 
the Moon when that body ha s to be eclipſed by it; but 
alſo from the appearance of the ſea, and the many obſerva 
tions made by perſons ſtanding upon the ſhore, and viewing 
a ſhip departing from the port; they firſt loſe ſight of tha 
bottom of the veſſel, whilſt they can ftill ſee the rigging and 
the flags at the tops of the maſts ; but as the ſhip recedefi

The Air is a thin elaſtic fluid which ſurrounds the Earth. It al 
Ys by no means an eaſy taſk to aſcertain the nature and origin 
of this fluid, it being imperceptible to all our ſenſes except that 
of feeling. But, from the re ce and impreſſion it makes, 
we know, that there is ſuch a body, and that this body no: 
only ſurrounds a particular part of the Earth, but every part 
of it. The Air is not only of importance to mankind in pro- 
moting many uſeful arts, but is abſolutely neceſſary to the pre- 
ſervation of life itſelf. The Air being an univerſal and - 3 
erful inſtrument, which nature is conſtantly applying in all her bo 
works, the knowledge of its active properties is highly neceſ- 
fary. Fluidity, then, is one of the moſt obvious and effential 
properties of Air, and ſeems to be owing to the tenuity of its 
parts. That Air is a fluid, we may readily conceive, becauſe 
it affords an eaſy paſſage to all * 5 moving in it. - Air is 
vaſtly different from all other fluids, in being compreſſible,

ox THE ATMOSPHERE. 


The Atmoſphere, as was faid of Air, is that thin elaſtic 
fluid which ſurrounds the Earth, which revolves with it in its 
diurnal motion, and which likewiſe goes round the Sun with 


it every year. As the Air is not of an equal denfity, the - 


height of the Atmoſphere cannot be exactly determined. By 
experiment it appears, that a column of Air 72 feet high, is 
equal in 0 to one inch of water of the ſame baſe; fo 
that the denſity of Air is to that of water, as 1 to 864. It has 
alſo been found by experiment, that the weight of a column 
of Air, reaching to the height of the Atmoſphere, will be 
al to the weight of a column of water of a fimilar baſe, and 
384 inches high. Therefore, if 864 be multiplied into 384, 
we ſhall have 331,776 inches for the height of the Atmo- 
ſphere, which is a little more than 5 miles: bur, by this cal- 
culation, it is ſuppoſed that the Air is every where of the 
fame | denſity as at the Earth. This, however, is not the 
caſe; for the denſity of Air decreaſes with its preſſure, and 
the higher we aſcend, the more rarefied and expanded it will 
be; by which means the height of the Atmoſphere becomes 
indefinite, and, at laſt, terminates in pure zther. Although 
no philoſopher has been able to aſſign the real height of 
Atmoſpbere, it nevertheleſs appears probable, that 35 or 5e 
miles is the utmoſt height where the denſity is ſufficient to 
refract a ſingle ray of light; and, therefore, it may be ac- 
counted the altitude of the Atmoſphere, to the leaſt ſenſible 


ee of denſity. The Atmoſphere is a perfect chaos of 


different effluvia, conſiſting of all kinds of corpuſcles (minute 

particles of matter) confuſedly jumbled together, and conſti- 
tuting one maſs. Water, fire, volatile ſalts, oils, &c. are 
blended together in different proportions in the Atmoſphere, 


Hence the gravity of the Atmoſphere varies, according as 


the more light or more ponderous of theſe conſtituent parts 
prevail. Sometimes the Atmoſphere will ſuſtain a pillar of 


 - 
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mercury 31 inches high in the Barometer; and, at other 
times, it will raiſe the mercury no higher than 28 inches. 
If we take the medium of 29-5 inches for the mean altitude 
of the mercury, a column of it, whoſe baſe is but one ſquare } 
inch, will weigh 15 pounds, which is equal to the preſſure off 
the Atmoſphere on one ſquare inch. If the ſurface of a 
man's body be 14.5 ſquare feet, the preſſure of Air ſuſtained 
by him will be 31,320 pounds, or nearly 14 tons at a medium: 
but, when the Air. is lighteſt, it will be only 13.3 tons; and 
when heavieſt, 14.2 tons; the difference of which ſhews, that 
we are ſometimes compreſſed with 2,464 pounds more than 
we are at other times. "th 

The celebrated Mr, Ferguſon, ſpeaking of a common miſ- 

take concerning the weight of the Air, ſays, © Oftentimes 
«the ſtate of the Air is ſuch, that we feel ourſelves languid 
&« and dull; which is commonly thought to be occaſioned by 
© the Air's being foggy and heavy, about us. But that the 
Air is then too light is evident, from the mercury's ſinking 
in the Barometer, at which time it is generally found, that 
the Air has not ſufficient ſtrength to bear up the vapours 
« which compoſe the Clouds : for, when it is otherwiſe, the 
« Clouds mount high, and the Air is more elaſtic and weighty : 
© about us, by which means it balances the internal ſpring of 
the Air within us, braces up our blood-veſlels and nerves, 
& and makes us briſk and lively .“. x . 
In order to form an idea of the weight of the whole Atmo- 
ſphere upon the Earth's ſurface, we may proceed in the follow. 
ing manner : Suppoſe the diameter of the Earth to be 8,000 

es, in round numbers, the quantity of ſquare miles on the 
furface of the Earth will be 201,065,600; but as our ſuppo- 
fition made the diameter ſomewhat too large, we may, in re-

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Notwithſtanding the innumerable conveniences we receive 
from the Atmoſphere, were it not for its refractive power, 
the Earth — not be that beautiful ſcene it now appears. 
It is the Atmoſphere that makes the firmament appear lucid 
and bright while the Sun ſhines; for if the Earth were not 
| ſurrounded. by an Atmoſphere, only that part of the heavens 
in which the Sun is placed, would appear to ſhine. In ſuch a 
caſe as this, if a ſpectator were to turn his back to the Sun, he 
would behold nothing but darkneſs before him : and even in 
the day-time, during the ſhining of the Sun, the leaſt ſtars 
would be ſcen as plain as in the darkeſt night, becauſe there 
would be nothing to reflect the Sun's rays to our eyes; and all 
the rays that do not fall upon the ſurface of the Earth ng 
by us, would either illuminate the Planets and Stars, or * d- 
ing themſelves out in infinite ſpace, would never be reflected 
back to us. But as an Atmoſphere ſurrounds the Earth, which 
is ſtrongly illuminated by the Sun, it reflects the light back to 
us, and cauſes tbe whole firmament to ſhine with ſuch ſplen- 

dor, as to obſcure the faint light of the ſtars, and render them 
inviſible. If there were no Atmoſphere, the Sun would ſhine 
as bright as at noon, juſt before his ſetting ; and the moment 
he got below the horizon, all that part of the. Earth would be 
involved in darkneſs. The ſame phznomena would alſo at- 
tend his riſing. But how inconvenient would ſuch ſudden 
tranſitions, from the greateſt darkneſs to the greateſt light, 
prove to the inhabitants of the Earth? This inconvenience is 
entirely removed by the Atmoſphere: for though, after the 
ſetting of the Sun, we receive no direct light immediately from 
him, yet the All-wiſe Providence has ſo ordered it, hos we 
enjoy his reflected light for a conſiderable time; ſo that the 
darkneſs of the night comes gradually on. In the morning 


alſo, as ſoon as the Sun riſes within 17 deg. 30 min. of the 1 


horizon, he begins again to enlighten the Atmoſphere, and to 
diſſuſe his light through the heavens; its brightneſs increaſing 
by degrees, till the Sun riſes, aud makes a full day. | 
As the Atmoſphere contains vapours of various kinds, by 
which the Clouds are formed; and as it is capable of rare- 
faction and condenſation, all the particulars of Rarn, Hair, 

SNow, LIGHTNING, and THUNDzZR, may be accounted for.

c. on the ſurface of the Earth, are a vaſt quantity, amounting, 
o doubt, to many hundred thouſands of millions of tons of 
water every day.— Ralx is apparently the precipitated va- 
pours of watery clouds: thus, when various congeries of 
clouds are driven together by the agitation of the winds, they 
intermix and form one body, (in the ſame manner as con- 
cries are formed by ſeveral particles uniting into one maſs,)

thoſe currents of Air meet, are generally oppreſſed with boiſ- 
terous weather, with whirlwinds and hurricanes, with rain, 
lightning, and thunder; for the ſulphureous exhalations from F 
the South, the torrents of nitre from the North, and the 
neous vapours from er being here blended together, 
ſeldom fail to produce the above-mentioned phænomena. 
Wind may be produced by a variety of cauſes; but the moſt p- 
general are theſe two, Heat and Cold. Heat rarefies and th 
expands the Air, making it lighter in ſome places than it is d- 
in others, and Cold, by condenſation, makes it heavier. As d 
the motion of the Air has a greater or leſs velocity, the Wind 8 
is ſtronger or weaker; and from obſervation it has been found, ii 
that the velocity of the Wind js various, it being perceived fr 
to be from one to fifty or ſixty miles per hour.

he Tropical Winds extend to about 3o de North and. 
South of the Equator, and are of three kinds, viz. 1. Tus

ſeems to be that of Dr. Edmund Halley. It is evident, from 
experience, that there continually ariſes a vapour from the ſur- 


face of the Sea, Rivers, and Lakes; this ur is carried 


through the Atmoſphere in the form of a cloud or miſt, by the 
impulſe of the winds ; and, according as it meets with colder 
air, or is ſtopped in its progreſs by mountains, it condenſes, 
and falls down in dew, ſnow, or rain; the water, in which- 
ſoever of theſe ſhapes it deſcends, finds ſeveral chinks and 
crannies, through which it inſinuates itſelf into the main body 
of the hills or mountains, where it is lodged in beds of ſtone 
or clay, according to the nature of the ſoil; and, by degrees, 
increaſing its ſtore and ftrength, it forces its way through the 
firſt outlet it meets with, and takes the name of a TEMUTORAL 
FoUNTAIN or SPRING, according to the capacity of the baſon 
which ſupplies its current: and the waters of ſeveral Springs

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meeting, form little rills, brooks, and rivulets ; and ſeveral 
of theſe uniting, form Rivers; which finally return to the ſea, 
whence the waters were firſt exhaled; and thus a continual 
-circulation of water is produced between the ſea and land. 
As all Rivers finally deſcend to the ſea, it follows, that the land 
muſt gradually riſe from the ſea towards the heads of Rivers ; 
which, for the moſt part, are obſerved to begin in high lands: 
the courſes of ſome Rivers, or their lengths from the ſpring- 
head to the ſea, are many hundreds of miles; ſome run many 
hundreds of leagues: ſo that, in general, the longer the River, 
the more the country riſes. The rain which falls on the land, and 
is not carried off to the ſea, ſoaks into the Earth; where ſome of 
it is depoſited in caverns to which it finds acceſs : but a great 
quantity of it, by aſſimilating particles of different kinds, is 
expended in the production of vegetables, minerals, and foſſils. 
There are very few places in the Earth where water is not to 
be found by digging; but it is found in ſome places at a much 
leſs depth than in others. Thoſe who keep journals of the 
weather, among other things, remark the quantity of rain 
which falls annually in the neighbourhood of the place where + 
fuch journals are kept; and this being known in many di- 
ſtant places, the quantity of rain which falls on a whole coun- 
| y, in a year, may be nearly found; now the quantity of wa» 
ter diſcharged by the Rivers in that country being alſo found 
by proper experiments, it will be ſeen, that the quantity of 
rain which falls in a year is not only ſufficient to ſupply the 
Rivers, but alſo to fertilize the ground in general. 


.OF THE INHABITANTS OF THE EARTH. 


The Inhabitants of the Earth are diſtinguiſhed, by Geogra - 
phers, according to the ſeveral meridians and parallels of lati- 
tude under which they live, and are -denominated either 
PzrxIZzC1, ANTEC, or ANTIPODEs.—ThePERLEci are thoſe 
who live under the ſame parallel of latitude, but oppoſite me- 
ridians; the lengths of their days and-nights are the ſame, 
as their ſeaſons are, becauſe they are ſituated at the ſame di- 
ſtance from the equator; but when it is noon-day with the 
one, it is midnight with the other, there being 12 hours be- 
tween them in either an Eaſt or a Weſt direction.— The An- 
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xe are thoſe who lie under tbe ſame meridian, but. 
fire parallels, Theſe alſo are equidiſtant from the equator, but 
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the one is in South latitude, and the other in North latitude.

noon-day,—The PE R15sc11 are thoſe who inhabit either of the 
Frigid Zones, the North Frigid Zone being that ſpace which 
is between the Arctic Circle and the North Pole, and the 
South Frigid Zone being that which is between the Antarc- 
tic Circle and the South Pole.

By this natural diviſion is meant the parts into which the 
ſurface of the Earth is divided by the interpoſition of land and 
water, The ſuperficies, or ſurface of the Terraqueous Globe, 
has nearly three parts in four covered by the waters, and 
ſomewhat more than the other fourth part is land. . 
. Geographers generally reckon four continents, or very large 
rtions of land, each containing many countries; namely, 
UROPE, ASIA, AFRICA, and AMERICA; and alſo the conti- 
nents near the poles. That about the North Pole is called the 
TERRA ARCTICA; and that about the South Pole is called the 
TERRA ANTARCTICA, From what is yet known of theſe 


polar continents, they appear to have very few inhabitants; 


neither are the lands parceled out into different kingdoms 
and ſtates, like to the above-named four continents : beſides 
theſe continents, there are, in the neighbourhood of each of 
them, ſeveral pieces of land quite ſurrounded by the fea, 
which are called Iſlands. Theſe. continents of Europe, Aſia, 
and Africa, are contiguous in ſome parts, and lie moſtly in the 
Northern Hemiſphere; and ſo does the greateſt part of Ame 
rica; which is therefore called NORTH AMxRICA, and 
ſtretches very near to the North Pole; but this is not yet de- 
termined, becauſe the difficulties of approaching the pole, on 
account of the intenſe cold, have hitherto not been ſurmounted: 
the other part, called Souru Au xRICA, lies chiefly in the South- 
ern Hemiſphere ; theſe two parts of America are joined to- 
ther by a narrow piece of land called an Iſthmus, known by 
name of the Iſthmus of Darien ; Aſia and Africa are alſo 
joined together by ſuch a narrow neck of land, called the 
us of Suez. ; 1 
As the waters ſeparate the continents, ſo the continents ſe- 
parate the waters, and thereby form five very large collec- 
tions of waters called Oceans; namely, the Northern Ocean, 
the Pacific Ocean, the Southern Ocean, the Indian Ocean, 
and the Atlantic Ocean. The NoxTautxn Octan flows 
along the coaſts of the Arctic continent, and the northern 
parts of Europe, Aſia, and America, The Paciric Octan, 
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which is larger than all the other oceans m together, waſhes 
the weſtern and north-weſtern ſhores of America ; and the 
eaſtern and north-caſtern ſhores of Aſia : it extends Eaſt and 
Weſt about 10,000 miles, and North and South 1 t, ooo miles. 


$ The SouTHzRrN Oczan lies to the ſouthward of America 
and Africa; it joins the Pacific Ocean to the ſouthward, and 
= firts ſome parts of the Antarctic continent: its extent is not 


yet known. The INDIAN Oczan hes chiefly to the South of 
Aſia, but extends to the Pacific Ocean on the Eaſt, and to parts 
of the ſouthern or Antarctic continent: it extends about 4, ooo 
miles Eaſt and Weſt, and between 7 and 8,000 miles North 
and South. The ATLanTic Ocz lies chiefly between 
America to the Weſt, and Europe and Africa on the Eaſt, and 
joins to the Indian and Southern Oceans: its extent from 
North to South is about 6,000 miles, and from Eaſt to Weſt be- 
tween g and 4,000 miles; the northern part is uſually called 
the Weſtern Ocean, as lying to the weſtward of Europe. It muſt 
not be imagined that theſe oceans are diſtinct parts, bounded 
by land; for all of them together make one great eonnected 


Maſs of water; but are named as above, from their ſituation.

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| OF LATITUDE. | 
Latitude is the diſtance of auy place from the equator, mea- 


ſured in degrees and minutes, upon the meridian of that place. 


Latitude is either North or South, according as the place is ſitu- 
ated on the North or South fide of the equator. There are 90 
degrees of a great circle between the equator and one of its 
poles; and circles parallel to the equator paſſing through 
every one of theſe degrees, or through og: of them, 
are called PazALLzLs or LATITUDE : fo that the Latitude 
of any point on the ſurface of the globe, is the diſtance from 
the equator of the parallel of Latitude paſſing through that 
Point, The complement of Latitude is the number of de- 
grees and minutes which the Latitude of any place requires ta 
make it equal to go degrees, the ſpace between the equator 
and the pole. Thus, the Latitude of London is 51 degrees 
32 minutes North, ſo that its complement of Latitude is 38 de- 
grees a8 minutes; for 38 degrees 28 minutes being added to 
51 degrees 32 minutes will make 90 degrees. bl

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OF CLIMATES, 


A Climate is a ſpace 8 the Terreſtrial Globe, contained 
between two parallels, at ſuch a diſtance from each other, that 
the longeſt day in one differs half an hour from the longeſt day 
in the other. | ER * 

The days are always 12 hours long at the equator, and 
thence to that parallel of latitude where the days are 12 hours 
and a half is the firſt Climate: thence to the lati- 
tude where the days are. 13 hours long, is the ſecond (nw; 
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and ſo on to the third, fourth, &c. Climates. The breadth of 

theſe half-hour Climates, decreaſe as they approach the Poles; 

ſo that a Climate is ſcarcely four miles broad at the polar 
circles. Within theſe circles the breadths of the Climates are 
not eſtimated by the increaſe of half-hours, but by the differ- 5 
ence of a month in the length of the longeſt days. 

In the following table of Climates, Ricciolus, from whom it 

is taken, confiders the increaſe of days to be n 
from 12 to 16 hours; by hours from 16 to 20 hours; by 2 
hours from 20 to 24 hours; and then by a ſucceſſive increaſe 
of a month, for the duration of the conſtant appearance of the 
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Sun above the Horizon. \

It was about 550 years 
a Colony of the Romans, or Goths, and was 
afterwards poſſeſſed by the Franks till Char- 
lemagne's time. In 451 it was ravaged by 
Atilla the Hun; and in the reign of Otho 
the Great it was plundered and deſtroyed 
by bels. In 1026, Guelph, duke of Ba- 
varia, fell upon the biſhop, and took the 
town, which he alſo razed to the ground. 
It was afterwards rebuilt: and in 1 
Leopold of Auftria, and Herman, duke 
Suabia, plundered and reduced a part of it 
to aſhgs ; apd four years after, Guelph of 
Bavaria burnt and deftroyed the reft. In 
1462 11,000 perſons died here of the plague,

N. lat. 33. o. Semiramis is ſaid by ſome, 
and Belus by others, to have founded this 
city. But by whomſbever it was founded, 
Nebuchadnezzar was the finiiher of it; for 
ne made it one of the wonders of the 
world. The moſt famous works in and 
about this city, were its walls, the tem- 
ple of Belus, Nebuchadnezzar's palace, the 
hanging gardens, the banks of the river 
the artificial lake, and the canals. Its walls 
which ſurrounded the city, were 87 feet 
thick, 350 feet high, and 480 furlongs: (60 
miles) in circumference. Such are the 
dimenſions which Herodotus has handed 
down to us, who was himſelf at Babylon. 
Theſe walls formed an exact ſquare, each 
fide of which was 1 20 furlongs (45 miles) 
in length, and were duilt of large bricks, 
cemented together with bitumen. The 
city was encoinpaſſed, without the walls, 
with a vaſt ditch, filled with water, and 
lined with bricks on both ſides. In the 
whole. compaſs of the wall were 100 gates, 
i. e. 25 on each fide, all made of ſolid 
braſs; and on the walls were 250 towers. 
The city. town within the walls, was 
regularly builtz for, from each of the 25 
gates, on every fide of the ſquare, theres 
was a ſtraight ftreet, extending to the cor- 
reſponding gate in the oppoſite ſide 3 there?ꝰ- 
fore the whole number ot ſtreets were o, 
but they were each about 15 miles long, 
25 of them croſſing the other 25 exactly at 
right angles, By this interſection or croſs 
ing of the ftreets, the city was divided in 
676 ſquares, 2 of four furlongs and a 
half on each ſide, or two miles and a quars 
ter in compaſs. Round theſe ſquares, on 
every fide towards the ftreets, ſtood the 
houſes, all of which were three or fur 
ftories high. The intermediate ſpace within 
each of them was occupied as 
either for pleaſure or convenience. A 
branch of the river Euphrates, which run 
from N. to 8. divided the city into two 
parts, by paſſing through the midſt of it. 
The whole ciry ftood in a large plain, in a 
very fat and deep ſoil. That part of it 
which ſtood on the eaft fide of the river 
was the old city; and the other on the W. 
was added by Nebuchadnezzar, both being 
included within the vaſt ſquare bounded by 
the walls abovementioned. The glory of © 
this city, however, did not laſt long ; for,

It is governed by a nabob, who is ap- 
pointed by the council of Calcutta; and 
by this means the whole of the trade of 
the rich and populous kingdom of Bengal is 
monopolized by the Engliſh Eaft India 
Company. The inhabitants of this coun- 
try have two harveſts, one in April, and 
the other in October; but by a drought, 
which happened in 1769, when the uſual 
rains were expected, the latter harveſt 
greatly failed. It has been aſſerted, that 
the Engliſh Governor took advantage of 
this ſcarcity of proviſions, and ſtocked ſe- 
veral very large granaries with rice ; which 
commodity (uſually. ſold at 61b. for a 
penny) was afterwards vended at the 
enormous ſum of three pence per lb. ! The 
poor were conſequently excluded from pur- 


ceſſary to their exiſtence; and the un- 
happy Indians were every day periſhing 


| chaſing that nouriſhment which was ne-

under this want of ſuſtenance, without 
any means of help, without any reſource, 
and without being able to procure any 
kind of nutriment whatever, every thing 
being bought up by the European mono- 
polizers! The towns and villages of this 
unhappy kingdom preſented a ſpectacle 
to view ſo exceedingly horrible, that the 
bare remembrance of it makes humanity 
ſhudder. The public ways, even in the 
midft of the European colonies, were 
crowded with the natives, who were pale, 
meagre, fainting, emaciated, and nearly 
conſumed by famine; ſome were ftretch- 


ed on the ground in expectation of death, 


while others, ſcarcely able to move, 
threw themſelves down at the feer of 
the Europeans, and entreated them, in 
the mott humiliating manner, to accept 
them as ſlaves! Add to this, that the fe- 
male part of the natives were on every ' 
ſide claſping their expiring infants to their 

breaſts; the dying and the dead were 
every where mingling together, and all 
around nothing was to be heard but the 
eroans of ſorrow and the ravings of de- 


ſpair ! Such was the appearance of Ben- 


gal for the ſpace of fix weeks, during 
which time the large river Ganges was 
covered with the floating carcaſes of the 
dead, the highways were choaked up with 
them, infectious vapours filled the air, 
and diſeaſes multiplied: ſo that about 
3,000,000 of the natives periſhed, owing, *+ 
perhaps, to the avarice of a few individuals!

themielves at the Bay of All Sainrs, and 
built the city of St. Salvador. The French 
alſo made ſome attempts to plant colonies 
on this coaſt, but were driven from it b 
the Portugueſe, who remained in 
almoſt without a rival, till 1623; but, as 
they were then under the dominion of the 
king of Spain, with whom the United Pro- 
vinces were then at war, the Dutch Wett- 
India Company invaded Brazil, and ſub- 
dued the northern provinces. They aiſo- 
ſent ſquadrons to the coaſt of Aſia and Af 
rica, and took from the Portugueſe moſt 
of their poſſeſſions, in India, and alſo the 
important fort of Del Mina, the ſtrongeſt 
fortreſs on the Guinea coaſt, of which the 
Hollanders are now in poſſefiion, The 
Dutch, however, were entirely driven out 
of Brazil in 1654 ; though the Weſt-India 
Company ſtill continued their pretenfions 
to it, and committed depredations on 
the Portugueſe at ſea. The latter at 
length agreed, in 1661, to pay the Dutch 
eight tons of gold, to relinquiſh their in- 
tereſt in that country; and the Portugueſe 
remained in peaceable poſſeſſion of Brazil, 
from that time, till near the end of 17625 
when the Spaniſh governor of Buenos Ayres, 
having received intelligence of the war be- 
tween Portugal and Spain, after a month's 
ſiege, made himſelf maſter of the Portu- 
gueſe frontier fortreſs, called st. Sacra- 
ment, on the 3d of December. It was 
however, rettored by the treaty of peace 
which was not long after concluded. The 
air of Brazil, though within the Torrid 
Zone, is pretty temperate and wholeſume; 
and the inhabitants generally live to a good 
old age. The waters in general are good, 
and the ſvil rich and fertile, More ſugar 
and rum, are imported into Europe from 
this country, than from al the reſt of the 
world. Its exports, beſides ſugar and 
rum, are tobacco, hides, drugs, gold, and 
diamonds; for which they receive, in 
return, woollen, ſilk, and thread, hats, 
hardwares, ſalt-fiſh, r, oil, wine, and 
other articles. The wood which is brought 
from- this. country, and which is called 
Brazil, is of great uſe in dying red.

Its fitu- 
ation, in point of trade and proſpeR, is the 
fineſt in the world; and the antiquities it 
contains are ſcarcely to be paralleled, 
The city itſelf is 12 miles in circumfe- 
rence, and the ſuburbs are at leaſt of equal 
dimenſions. It is of a triangular figure, 
and contains between ſeven and eight hun- 
dred thouſand inhabitants, who are Greeks, 
Armenians, Jews, and Turks. The ſera- 
glio is built upon the point of one of the 
angles, which runs out between the Pro- 
pontis, or Sea of Marmora, and the har- 
bour. Below the palace, upon the decli- 
vity of the hill, are the gardens, on the 
ſpot where it is ſuppoſed Old Byzantium 
ſtood. Hence is a charming view of the 
delightful coaſt of Afia Minor, and the ſe- 
raglio of scutari. The moſque of St. $0- 
phia, in this city, was once a Chriftian 
church, and is ſaid, in many reſpects, to 
excel that of st. Peter's at Rome. Such 
was Conftantinople; but on the 21ſt of 
Auguſt 1782, a fire broke out in a quarter 
of the city, ſituated about the middle of 
the harbour, and burned without inter- 
miffion for 62 hours, and with ſuch fury, 
that ir ſtopped only at the ſea-fide. It 
ſpread three miles in length, through one 
of the richeſt and beſt inhabited ſtreets, ſo 
that 20,000 were deſtroyed, and

near 200,000 inhabitants left deſtitute. 
Upwards of 50 moſques, 300 corn-mills, 
and 200 public ovens were deftroyed. 
The Grand Signior, and all the minifters 
of the Porte, attended, as they uſually do 
in any public calamity, in order, as far as 
pofiible, to alleviate the diſtreſs of the 
miſerable ſufferers. Since this time no 
Expence has been ſpared to reſtore this 
part of the city to its priſtine beauty. 
Another dreadful fire broke out in Augutt, 
1784, which conſumed npwards of 10,000 
houſes.

All theſe circumſtances de- 
termined the Genoeſe to give up to 
France what they themſelves no longer 
poſſeſſed. Notwithftanding this, the Cor- 
ficans had fil! the courage to 

themſelves againſt ſo powerful a nation 
during 13 months, and were moſt fre- 
quently victorious in the ſeveral actions 


they fought with their new uſurpers. At 


length, however, were overpowered, 
not by the force arms alone, but by 
Forruption and intrigue.

It was erected by 
the Longobardi, or Lombards, a nation 
of Germany, who, upon the decline of the 
Roman empire, invading Italy, and taking 
the city of Ravenna from Eutychius, the 
laſt exarch of it, erected a kingdom in 
that part of Italy called Gallia Togats, 
Their firft king Albion began his reign in 
5 who, through a ſucceffion of 2x 
princes of his family, kept poſſeffion of 
Lombardy about 200 years. But their laſt 
king being at war with the Pope, laid fiege 
to Rome; whereupon Pepin, king of the 
Francs, upon the invitation of Leo III. 
came to that prelate's affiftance, and cauſed 
the Lombards to raiſe the ſiege. In 799, 
Charlemagne, the ſon of Pepin, put an end 
to the kingdam of the „ and laid 
the foundation 5 8 ne 
extended over ny, , Italy, 
and part of Spain.

The biſhop retains his 
own tenths, and thoſe of rhe dean, chap- 
ter, ries, — and alſo 
the rectory of St. A ge, It 1s the royal 
reſidence, and is fituared moſtly on the 
north bank of the river Thames; part of it, 
namely, rhe borough of Southwark, a de- 
pendancy of the city of London, being in 
Surrey; and on the 3. dank of the ſais 
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the adjacent parts, from the 
of buildings, we find the well- 
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Chelſea, and Paddington, on one fide of the 
river, and on the other, well, Peck» 
ham. Newington, and Walworth, and that 
large ſpace of ground calied st. Georye's 
Fields, which has al! been built on within 
theſe few years, all nearly ſwallowed up 
by this metropolis, and the roads and ſtreets 
leading to thoſe places are well furniſhed 
with lamps and watchmen, in the winter.

The figure of London is very 
irregular, being ftretched out in buildings 
at the pleaſure of every one, for conve- 
niency. of trade, or otherwiſe: London, 
however, including the city of Weſtminſter 
and borough of Southwark, is of an irregu- 
lar oblong ſquare. Its breadth, in ſome 
places, only conſifting of one ſtreet, as from 
Limehouſe. to Blackwall, . and from Ro- 
therhithe-ro Deprford, and, in others, in- 
cluding the buildings on both fides of the 
river. the breadth is 4 miles, in ſome 3: 
but were we to reckon from its greateſt 
extremity, as from Kingſland to Peckham, 
the breadth is 6 miles, but for abour 2 
miles of this, the buildings only confiit of 
one ſtrect. In fine, it is variouſly indented 
the whole length, which makes - the cir- 
cumference of it not eaſy to be aſcertain- 
ed. In 1760, an act parliament was 
paſſed for new -paving, and pulling down |

kouſe with water, The city in general 
is well lighted. It appears to have been. 
founded between the reigns of Julius Ceſar 
and Nero, in 49, but by whom is uncer- 
tain, for we are told by Tacitus that it 
was a place of great trade in Nero's time, 
and that it ſhortly after became the capital 
of the whole iſland. it was walled about 
with ſtone and bricks by Con the 
Great, when its circuit was about 3 miles 
of an oblong form, with 7 gates. The 
Danes deftruyed it in 849, and it was nearly 
reduced to aſhes by an accidental fire in 
893, when Alfred cauſed it to be quickly. 
rebuilt, and divided the city into wards 
and precincts, and inftituted the office of 
Sheriff; when brick and tune, buildings 
were introduced; before which pe- 
riod, the houſes were of timber, pitched 
over. In 1015 the opulence of this city 
induced Canute to levy a tax of 10,000 £ 
on it, towards the payment of his Daniſh 
troops; while all the reft of the nation 
was only taxed 72,000 J. In 1046, at the 
election of Harold, was the firft inftance 
of the Londonners g repreſentatives 
to the grand council of the nation, or Wit- 
tena-gemot, and thoſe ſent were called 
pilots, or magiſtrates. At this Wittena- 
tzemot none were admitted but the nobility 
and the pilots of London; ſuch was its 
importance at this early period. William 
the Conqueror granted it'two charters, and 
confirmed all the privileges it enjoyed un- 
der the Saxon and Daniſh kings. Great 
part of it was reduced to aſhes by 
dental fires in 1077 and 1086. At the 
| coronation of Richard I. in 1189, its chief 
magiſtrate claimed and acted as chief but · 
ler.

Before the 
conflagration in 1666, London (which, like 
moſt other great cities that had ariſen from 
ſmall beginnings) was totally inelegant, 
inconvenient, and unhealthy 3 of which 
latter misforrune, many melancholy proofs 
are authenticated in hiſtory, and which, 
without doubr, proceeded the nar- 
rowneſs of the ſtreets, and the diſagreeable 
projeQtions of the buildings, that confined 
the putrid air, and, joined wirh other cir- 
cumſtances, ſuch as the want of water, 
rendered the city ſcarce ever free from 
peſtilential devaſtation, This method of 
building is fill viſible in ſome parts of the 
city. The fire which conſumed the greateſt 
of the city, dreadful as it was to the 
nhabitants at that time, was productive 
of conſequences which made ample a- 
mends for the loſſes ſuſtained by indivi- 
duals; a 'new city immediately aroſe on 
the ruins of the old ; but, though more 
regular, open, convenient, and healrhful 
than the former, yet by no means of that 
magnificence or elegance which it might 
have been ; for ſuch was the infatuation of 
thoſe times, that the elegant and uſeful 
plan of Sir Chriſtopher Wren was totally 
diſregarded, and ſacrificed to the mean 
and felfiſh views of private property.

The 
light comes in at the back» fide of their 
houſes, where there is a ſquare court« 
yard, open at top, with pillars ſupporting 
and painted wooden baluftrades 
round the inſide of the houſe, like forme 
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of four inns. In the middle of the yard fs 
a fountain, if the houſe belongs to a per- 
ſon of diſt inction. They are flat at the 
top, ſo that in many places they can walk 
a great way upon them. The women live 
in the upper apartments, and often vifit 
each other from the tops of the houſes. 
When theſe go abroad, they have their 
heads covered with their outſide garment, 
which comes down cloſe to their eyes, 
and underneath they tie a piece of white 
cloth to hide the lower part of their faces. 
They are covered all over, except their 
legs, which are generally naked; but 
within doors they appear in their hair, 
and have only a fingle fillet over their 
foreheads.

The riſe 
of this river remained long hid from the 
penetration of the greateſt travellers 
but the moderns aſſure us, that ir riſes 
from 2 ſources, which are at the foot of 
a great mountain in the province of 
Goyam, in Abyſſinia. "Theſe ſprings, ſays 
Faiher Lobo, are about 30 paces from 
each other, each appearing like an ordi- 
nary well. The labours alſo of Mr. 
Bruce declare, that it has its riſe from 
2 ſources in Abyſſinia. It is increaſed by 
numberleſs rivulets which run into it 
from almoſt every part of the kingdom : 
theſe greatly contribute to the enlarging 
of its ſtream, till it becomes a very con- 
fiderable river. After innumerable turn- 
ings and windings it flows into Egypt; 
and thence into the Mediterranean. The 
cataracts of the Nile have been extrava- 
gantly magnified boch by ancient and 
modern writers, who have aſſerted, that 
at them the water falls from a prodigious 
height, with ſuch a dreadful noiſe, that 
people have been deafened by it. Dr. 
8haw, on the contrary, aſſures us, they 
are-only ordinary falls of water, which we 
frequently meet with in great rivers 
where the ſtream is a little confined 3 and 
that they are navigable, fo that a boat may 
paſs them ſafely. The doftor, however, 
does not inform us, whether he ſaw them 
at the height of the flood, or when: the 
river was low, Thie circumftance ' muſt 
certainly occaſion a great difference. The 
ancients themſelves indeed acknowledge 
that boats aid ſometimes paſs them, which 
makes it very probable they do not fall 
from - ſuch - tupendous heights as ſome 
authors pretend. What confirms this opi- 
nion is, that the ancients brought all their 
vaſt piltars and obeliſks from the marble

It is divided into 
2 parts, like London and Weſtminſter, the 
one containing the Chineſe, and the other 
the Tartar city ; the Chineſe is by far the 
moſt populous. Pekin is about 20 miles 
in circumference. There are, according 
to Father Le Compte, 2,000,000 of inha- 
ditants in the city of Pekin. The walls 
are fifty cubirs high; they are defended hy 
ſquare towers, which are about a bow ſhot 
diſtant frem each other. Every gate of 
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the, town has a forrreſs or redoubt built 
before it, of equal height with the gate. 
The arches or gateways are built with 
marble, but the reſt of the walls with 
brick. The Emperor's palace ftands in 
the middle, of rhe Tartar city, and is an 
oblong ſquare, about 2 miles in length and 
ane in breadth, defended by a ſtrong wall. 
This is the greateſt curioſity in the city. 
Its grandeur conſiſts principally of the 
multitude of its buildings, courts, and 
gardens. The front mines with gilding, 
paint, and varniſh ; and the inſide is deco- 
rated with every beautiful aud precious 
production of China, the Indies, and Eu- 
rope. The royal gardens occupy à vaſt 
ſpace of ground, in which artificial mounts 
are raiſed to the height of twenty, thirty, 
and even fixty feet, at proper diftances. 
The intermediate ſpace farms a number of 
vallies, which are plentifully watered by 
canals 3 theſe unite, and form ſeveral 
lakes, on which are kept magnificent 
barges. The banks are ornamented with 
ranges of buildings, which are all diſſimi- 
lar; and in every one of theſe vallies 168 a 
large pleaſure Houſe, or palace. In 1731, 
an earthquake deftroyed a vait number of 
heuſes, and upwards of ico, coo people 
were buried in the ruins.

PELEW, or PALOO ISLANDS, (ſo 
called on account of the vaſt number of 
palm trees which are ſeen on their coaſt, 
and appear like maſts of ſhips at a diſtance, 
palos in Spaniih Ggnifying a maft,) are ſi- 
tuated between 5 and 9 degrees. N. lati- 
rude, and 1 30 and 136 degrees of E. longi- 
tude. They were, without doubt, firſt 
diſcovered by the Spaniards; but there is

landed upon them before the crew of the 
Antelope, an Engliſh Zaſt-India packet, 
commanded by Capt. Henry Wilſon, was 
wrecked there in the night between the 
th and oth of Auguſt, 1783. The crew, 
to their unſ-eakable cymfort, found the 
iſland peopled with a race who were ſim- 
ple. in their manners, delicate in their ſen- 
timents, and exceedingly friendly in their 
diſpofition. The natives are of a de 
copper colour, and wear no kind of clothe 
ing. The captain's brother was deputed 
to wait upon the king ; and while he was 
before his majeſty, he accidentally pulled 
off his hat, whereupon the king and the 
gazing ſpectators were ſtruck with amaze» 
ment, e8.if they imagined (and no doubt 
they did) that his hat formed a part of his 
head. They had not the leaft idea of the 
nature of powder and ſhot, and were 
greatly aftoniſhed when they beheld its 


| 
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effects. Captain Wilſon, while in the ter- 
_rirozies of rhe king of Pelew, was inveſted 
by his majeſty with the higheſt order of 
the bone. The king of the iſland enter- 
tained fo good an opinion of the Engliſh, 
that, upon their departure, he permitted his 
Second ſon, prince Le Boo, to accompany 
them in their voyage. The youth arrived 
with them in England, where, in De- 
cember 1784, he died of the ſmall-pox. 
-He was buried in Rotherhithe church- 
yard, where a monument was erected to 
his memory, at the charge of the Eaſt In- 
dia Company,

Nineteen other ftreets run 
paralle! to it, which are croffed by eight 
more, at right angles, all of them thirty 
feet wide, and communicating with canals 
from the two rivers, which add to the 
beauty of the ciry, at the ſame time that 
they render it wholeſome, The inhabi- 
tants are ſuppoſed to be above 30,000. The 
houſes are moſtly brick, but they are 
handſomely built, and have ſeveral ſtories. 
This city contains 12 Churches, or places 
of worſhip : a fine large building for a 
town hall, barracks for troops, a public 
library, and à college. Here is eftabliſhed 
a philoſophical ſociety for rhe improve- 
ment of natural knowledge, who- publiſh 
their Tranſaftions. The Delaware at this 
place is near a mile acroſs : the ride riſes 
about 8 feet, and flows about 3o miles 
bag up the river to the rown of Tren- 
ton, belonging to the ſtate of Jerſey. In 
this city are a vaſt number of wealtny 
merchants, which is not ſurpriſing, when 
It is conſidered, that trade is carried on 
in Philadelphia with the Engliſh. Spaniſh, 
French, and Dutch, in America; with 
the Azores, the Canaries, and the Ma- 
deira iſlands; with Great-Britain ard 
Ireland; with Spain, Portugal, and Hol- 
land.

Vaſt quantities of gold are waſhed down 
from the hills by the rains, and' found 
mixed with the ſand of theirrivers. There 
are found here alſo mines of other me- 
tals, and excellent load-ftones. Goats 
are ſo plentiful in one of theſe iſlands, 
that the Spaniards gave it the name of 
Cabras. They have alſo importet, from 
New spain, China, and Japan, horſes and 
cows, which are confiderably multiplied ; 
but the ſheep which were brought over at 
the Came time did not thrive. Their trees 
produce à variety of gums at all ſeaſons 
of the year.

The city of Rome is divided into 14 wards, 
called Rione; and the caftle of St. Angela 
Which is not very ftrong, ſerves to keep 
the inhabitants in awe, It is built on the 
banks of the river Tiber, is flanked with 
$ baſtions, and defended by a great num- 
ber of cannon, In the middle is a large 
tower, called the Mauſoleum of Adrian, 
which was built by him for a ſepulchre, 
Here are kept the archives and treaſure of 
the church; and there is a ſubterranean 
paſſatze to it from the Vatican. The city 
is well ſupplied with water by their noble 
a queducts and fountains, and there is great 
plenty of proviſions. The ancient Romans 
were famed for their idolatry ; for they 
made gods and goddeſſes of almoſt every 
thing. They were governed by 7 kings 
for about 220 years. During the next 
438 years they were governed by conſuls, 
tribunes, decemvirs, and dictators in their 
turns. They were afterwards governed 
by 60 emperors for the ſpace of 318 years. 
Their wars with the Carthaginians, Spa- 
niards, Gauls, M:ithridates of Pontus, Pare 
thians, and Jews, were tne mot noted, 
The Roman empire was afterwards much 
diſtracted by various commotions, and in 
410 kome was taken and burnt. By the 
different invaſions of ſeveral barbarous na- 
tions the empire was greatly reduced; 
and about the middle of the 15th century 
the eaſtern part was wholly feized by the 
Ottoman Turks. Near the end of the 8th 
century, when he Pope was made a Civil 
prince, a ſhaduw of the Roman empire 
was erected in Germany, which ſtill con- 


ed by the emperor Charles the Fifth's 
army, and the general, to prevent a muti- 
ny, promiſed to enrich them with the 
ſpoils of that opulent city.
